Director Tustin's report was the ra-
sult of & comprehensive survey,

In two instances recreation centers
are cnlled a disgrace to the-city. These
are the Wedencoe Recrention Center,
Fourth and Catharine streets, and the
Wrightsville Center, Twenty-eighth
streot and Passyunk avenue.

A bathhouse at Third and Green
.streatn in also described as a ‘‘disgrace,”’
and tha recommendation is made that
it be discontinued.

All Need Repalrs

Repairs are needed fo all the twenty-
sight centers and bathhouses, Director
JTustin eaid, and extensive changes in
equipment will have to be made to cor-

rect lack of proper drainage and filthy
and insanitary conditions. -
The Wrightaville center, in hin re-
port, is termed the ‘‘worst specimen of
recreation center so far meen.”’
“It consists of an open corner lot in
the midst of gasoline and oll fumes,"
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taind, no toflsts and w few broken
benches. The equipment in very s
the only visible example of same being
® sliding board, Ite boundaries are
formed by back fences of dirty and
Insanitary back yards, - At the present
time the yard ls used for hanging out
the neighborhood washing, and as a
chicken run, for which last purpose it
geems to be most suitably adapted.’

Grounds Are Bad

The Haddington center, Fifty-sev-
enth wktreet and Haverford avenue,
lacks all elements of a recreation place,
belnf ng more than an irregular cor-
ner lot,” necording to the report. Poor
facilities al®o exist at the Kast Ger-
mantown  playground, Chelten avenue
and Anderson street. Swimming pools
in several of the centeras are badly
cracked.

The Belfield playground, Nedro and
HBtenton avepues, is termed an ‘‘old
broken-down home made into a rough
and ready clubhouse and storehouse.’’
The recreation building of the Sher-
wood center, Fifty-sixth and Christian
street, is badly in need of repairs, ac-
cording to Mr. Tustin, The grounds
are “‘rain gullied”” and bad for the
health of children., Immediate repairs
are rogomrﬁruded‘

* Fountalns Spread Disease

The fountains at the Kensington
recrontion center, Frankford avenue and
Berks street, and the Cohocksink cen-
ter, at Cedar and Cambria streets, are
““full of filth and are spreaders of dis-
eases,'’ says Mr. Tustin's report. The
Btenton recrention center, 8§ enth
street and Wyoming avenue, and the
Funfield recreation center, Twenty -sec-
ond strect and Sedgley avenue, are also
reported ‘‘insanitary and in need of
cleaning up."

At the Starr Garden recreation cen-
ter, Seventh and Lombard streets, one
